ARTirr/:;  1.  The  ^l•c^lt  cud  aiul  design  of  our 
blessed  Toi'd  aiu I  Savior  J esiis  Christ  in  cstab- 
li^liing  his  ciuu'eli  on  earth,  ^vas  the  glory  of 
God,  and  the  conunon  benefit  of  fallen,  lost  antl 
sinful  men,  of  all  descriptions,  tongues  and  lan- 
guages:— and  thc]"o  is  no  superiority  of  one 
micni!;er  above  another  in  respect  to  rights  and 
privileges,  but  all  are  equal. 

Art.  2.  Thi->  church  is  a  P^edobaptist  Gon- 
gregatlonal  Ghurel!.  and  is  indcoendent  in  its 
govornmeiit  and  di-ci])li;;e.  it  acknov.'lcdges  no 
head  or  bCiperior  but  Christ  alone  ;  and  that  ail 
powers  of  governnieiu.  in  all  ca>es,  originate  in, 
and  arc  derived  from  the  church  collectively,  so 
that  any  ])o\vcrs  of  oiiicc  exercised  in  the  church 
must  bo  by  the  ;i|V[)()intment  of  the  church,  and 
revocable  at  nicasure. 

Art.  o.  Tiio  church  has  a  right,  and  is  com- 
petent, in  and  of  itself,  to  choose  and  appoint  its 
own  Pastor  or  Di■^h()p,  Deacons,  and  all  other 
oiiicers  that  they  may  deem  iiecessary  in  oi'der 
lo  its  due  <)rg;Mn'.:'aioii,  and  ibr  its  spiritual  im- 
i-r  )ve)n".!t-.     It  Ir-^  a  right  to  make  null

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Art.  4.  That  all  questions  that  come  before 
the  church  shall  be  acted  on  in  a  meetin^i;  of  the 
church,  duly  notified,  in  such  manner  as  the 
church  may  direct;  and,  after  being  maturely 
considered  and  debated,  shall  be  decided  by  a 
majority  of  the  male  members  jn'csent,  (except- 
ing as  provided  in  the  seventli  article.)  It  ^liali 
bo  the  duty  of  the  majority  to  labor  to  gain  tlie 
n\inority,  but.  if  they  do  not  succeed,  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  minority  peaceably  to  submit',  that 
decency,  order  and  harmony  bo  preserved  in 
the  church. 

Art.  5.  The  Pastor  or  Eisliop  of  this  church 
shall  be  amember  of  it,  and,  when  present,  shall 
preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  church. 

Art.  G.  Xo  person  shall  be  admitted  a  mem- 
ber of  this  church  without  having  assented  to  its 
Articlc^i  of  Faith  and  Covenant. 

Art.  7.  This  Constitution,  and  the  Articles 
of  Faith  and  Covenant  of  this  Church,  shall  not 
be  altered  or  amended,  excepting  by  the  unani- 
mous vote  of  all  the  members  of  tlie  church  pres- 
ent, at  least  at  two  successive  monthly  meetings 
of  the  church,  notice  having  been  given  each 
sabltath  next  preceding  the  meetings,  from  the 
pulpit,  of  its  intended  alteration  or  amendment. 

Art.  To  adopt  this  Constitution  it  shall 
require  the  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  members 
of  the  church  present,  at  a  meeting  specially  ap- 
pointed for  the  purpose.

The  pormaneiit  Officers  of  tliis 
Church  are,  a  Pa.stor.  or  Pastors,  Dea- 
cons, Clerk.  Treasurer,  Standi iiu'  Com- 
mittee and  Superintendent  oi' the  Sab- 
bath School.

Discipline.      The  purpose  of  Discipline  is  the  re- 
covery of  oifendiiig   members,  the 
removal  of  scandals,  and  the  purifica- 
tion and  editication  of  the  Church. 
^  Manifest  violations  of  some  moral 

precept  found  in  the  Scriptures, — of 
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some  covenant  vow, — the  belief  and 
profes^5ion  of  o])inions  opposed  to,  and 
subversive  of  the  Confession  of  Faith, 
or  any  part  of  it. — the  ne^U'ctino;  of 
family  prayei-  or  of  the  reli<;ions  train- 
in  of  children, — the  devotin^-  of  any 
part  of  the  Sabbath  to  purposes  of 
worldly  business  and  pleasure. — the 
using  or  the  furnishing  of  intoxicating 
drinks  as  a  beverage, — the  partici])a- 
ting  in  vain  amusements,  like  dancing 
or  attendance  upon  theatrical  exhibi- 
tions, and  the  refusing  to  bear  a  fair 
part  in  the  suj^port  of  the  gospel,  arc 
just  grounds  for  discipline. 

It  is  the  duty  of  members  of  the 
church  to  deal  kindlj' with  their  breth- 
ren concerning  many  minor  offences 
which  ought  not  to  be  brought  before 
the  church,  and  members  charged  with 
offences  shall  be  held  to  be  innocent 
until  proved  guilty.  Offences  may  be 
brought  belbre  the  church  ])y  the 
complaint  of  individual  members,  or 
by  common  fame,  and  in  case  of  a  re- 
markably gross  and  shocking  olfence, 
known  to  all.  and  not  denied  by  the 
accused,  direct  and  summary  discipline 
may  be  used. 

In  ordinary  offences  the  process  of 
discipline  shall  be  carefully  conformed 
to  the  rule  Christ  has  given,  3Iatt. 
xviii.  15 — 18.

ITEMS   OF  IIISTOEY.  , 

JS"  O   T  E  . 

A  Quarter  Cen'tury  Memorial  AxxivftRSARY  was  ob- 
served in  connection  with  the  installation  of  the  present 
pastor.  The  joint  services  occupied  the  two  days,  (Tues- 
day and  Wednesday,)  December  2iJth  and  21st,  1851). 

On  tlie  Sabbath  preceding-,  tlie  Pa.>tor  elect  preached  a 
discourse  in  which  a  portion  of  the  history  of  the  Cliurch 
was  rehearsed.  The  proposal  from  the  hearers  to  publish 
it  was  deferred  to  the  time  this  Book  of  ttie  (Jhurcii  should 
be  compiled.  The  historical  ]iortions  of  the  discourse, 
with  collections  since  made,  are  accordingly  placed  here. 

The  Scrijjture  introducing-  the  theme,  is  Josh.  4:  1 — 10, 
— the  account  of  the  memorial  pilh.ir  set  up  on  the  bank  of 
the  Jordan  from  stones  taken  out  of  its  channel,  etc. 


Twenty-five  years, — one  quarter  of  a  cen- 
tury ago  this  day, — then  Thursday,  December 
18 til,  1834,  at  11  o'clock.  A.  31.,  an  ecclesiasti- 
cal council  of  eight  Churches,  sending  fourteen 
pastors  and  delegates,  "convened  at  the  Lecture 
Koom  of  the  High  Street  Church."  Eev.  A.  11. 
Dumont  Avas  chosen  Moderator,  Eev.  T.  T. 
Waterman,  Scribe. 

Letters  naming  forty-one  persons,  as  dismissed 
and  recommended  by  other  churches  to  form  a 
new  church,  were  presented.*    Two  of  the  num-

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bcr  were  confined  by  sickness.  One  pcrnon,  ~Mv. 
Edwin  J).  Elliott,  was  received  on  ])r<>1ession, 
after  examiinitioii  by  the  Couiicil,  tlius  ciiricli- 
ing  the  constiiutin^'  service  with  that  briu'ht 
seal  of  favor  to  Zioii,  a  soul  covenaiitina"  to  be 
the  Lord's.  These  ibrty  persons  were  tlim  em- 
bodied into  a  Ciiurch  of  Christ.  Idie  public  re- 
cognition was  on  the  afternoon  of  tliat  day/- 

As  a  new-born  soul  moves  tiie  angtis  of  (  Jod 
with  joy,  a  jiewly  founded  Church,  the  ciiosen 
pkice  for  the  renovation  of  souls,  must  dilfusc 
delight  among  not  only  angels,  but  among  idl 
the  so/iS  of  God.  So  we  recall  that  day  and  ser- 
vice. 

Of  the  original  forty  metnljcrs,  twcnfy-cl'jht 
only  survive, — "the  rest  are  fallen  asleep;" 
and  of  that  remnant  but  Ti:N  continue  in  tliis 
household  of  faitli.  Dispersion  accomi>anies 
death,  and  parted  disci[)le-faniili(!S  are  ibu}'d  in 
all  lands,  yearning  ibr  the  "shiiung  shore," 
the  home  of  the  ransomed. 

"With  those  yet  abiding  with  us,  we  can  all  in 
sympathy  go  bavk  to  that  v»  inter's  morning andi 
its  solemn  joy.  The  candidates  are  mostly  youth- 
ful persons,  with  a  tew  raature  and  proved,  in  the 
blaster's  service.  Anxiously  they  greet  each 
other.  A  vsurk  serious  and  large,  is  before  them. 
A  sanctuary  was  in<ieed  nearly  tinishcd,  but  it 
was  so  much  the  work  of  a  few  noblediearted 
individuals,  that  as  a  chureh  they  could  scarcely 
call  it  their  own.  jN'o  ])astor  with  '-frieii'liy 
crook"  was  at  their  head  to  guide  their  untried 
feet  in  the  way.    The  portion  of  the  lield  they

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had  ciioseri  had  no  growth  of  hallowed  assoeia- 
tioiis  upon  it.  It  was  onf^ide,  or  h'-^jjowiiiw  cas- 
tomary  paths  to  the  house  of  prayer,  in  a 
Dciglihoriiood  'nccfiitrj  mueli  more  than /'  ;r/  ''r;///- 
the  ordinances  oi' the  blcs-^ed  gosj^d.  Tlie 
undertaking  icct.^  proMcinaticah  IV>>/  s't-;- 
rct'd  ? — would  cro>,s  the  most  eontident  nniid.  and 
hdce  a  shadow  Hit  before  the  sti-ongest  among 
them,  as  ditrieuities  and  hindrances  ean.ic  m 
sight.  J>y  the  iiresides  of  those  "  lij'st  covenan- 
ters" grave  conversations  often  tried  tiie  ques- 
tion of  personal  duty.  "Sliall  wc  go  theie  r" 
"Shall  /  go?  go  from  this  church  of  my  fa- 
thers,— of  my  infant  dedication, — yea.  of  my 
souI'h  spiritual  experience,  and  perha}>s  conse- 
cration,— go  from  those  well  established  ordi- 
nances, to  the  risks  and  trying  certainties  of 
this  new  enclosure  of  Zion  V  In  secret  prayer, 
at  the  family  altar,  and  in  meeting  for  deliiiera- 
tion,  how  many  anxious  supplications  went  up 
in  search  of  the  j)ath  of  personal  duty!  It  ici-s 
a  grave  and  solemn  question.  Some  periia[>s, 
relied  on  at  lirst,  drew  i»ack  as  the  time  for  con- 
secration came  near.  Some  ardent  at  the  out- 
set, lost  ardor  as  the  burdens  settled  on  the 
bearers;  while  others,  little  trustcl  at  firot, 
clung  more  lovingly  as  the  ark  of  sacred  ho])es 
jostled  and  struggled  in  its  setting  fortli,  and 
these,  as  always,  rose  in  strength  and  value,  as 
they  loved  and  toiled.  Ah,  the  account  in  the 
book  of  remembrance"'  of  tliose  wdio  then  thought 
upon  His  name,  and  "spake  often  one  to 
another"  about  it.  You,  survivors,  may  have 
forgotten  much  of  it ;  yet  will  /  rcineiuber  saith 
the  Lord." 
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Througli  tlicse  rocolleetioiis  we  are  happily 
led  onward  to  the  recorded  bei;-iniiin<j:  whieii 
preceded  the  IbnndiMLi' of  the  cliiirch.  Chiirciies 
are  the  natural  oir->]>ri!i.'x  of  churches.  As  the 
disciple  of  Christ.  i>  t<''  ilisclple  all  in  liis  reach, — 
to  reproduce  hini>clt*  in  the  conversion  of  oriicrs. 
so  the  church  of  Ciirist,  by  the  law  of  its  spirit- 
ual life,  is  to  reproduce  itself  in  chui'ches  s|)rini;-- 
ing  from  itself.  But  colonial  churches,  in  sor- 
rowful frc(piency.  are  the  fruit  of  quari-els.  oi- of 
wilful  discontents;  no  the  oli'spring  of  a  holy 
self-denying  ardor,  to  plant  the  gospel  ordi- 
nances among  tliose  who  have  them  not.  Tin's 
church,  happily,  was  not  the  child  of  strifes, 
nor  "a  son  of  contention."  but,  to  the  glory 
of  Christ  the  Head,  out  of  the  quickened  zeal 
and  love  for  souls,  coming  into  hearts  during 
the  memorable  revivals  in  the  parent  of  churches, 
was  it  born. 

During  the  year  I80G,  and  the  two  'succeed- 
ing seasons,"  >^ays  a  -Ms.  statement,  ''the 
Beneticent  and  liiehniond  street  Churches  in 
this  city  were  greatly  revived  and  refreshed  by 
the  special  influences  of  tlio  Holy  8|)irii.  and 
many,  convertetl  from  sin  to  holiness,  united 
with  these  churches,  thus  ha]~>|)ily  increasing 
their  numbers  and  graces."  "  Souie  of  these  eon- 
verts,  with  a  few  older  members,"  feeling  an 
anxious  desire  for  the  conversion  and  s})iritual 
«  advancement  of  their  neighbors,  uruted  in  a  plan 
'  to  ]>lant  a  sanctuary  on  this  then  spiritually 
desolate  hill-toj)  of  the  town;  "their  own  pa- 
rent churches  at  the  same  time  ap})roving  the 
object,  and  aiding  it  by  their  prayers,  syin})a- 
thies  and  counsel." 
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It  wjis  not,  ho-vvever,  uiuil  the  Gveiiinii;  of  r^Eay 
2i'tli,  I800,  tiiat  "  (leeisivo  inca.sure.s"  ivoi-e 
roiit'lied.  Thc-ii  mot,  Josiali  Oha])in,  VrvHi^ 
Amos  and  Joiia^  Ciiilds,  wl»o  jointly  dclci'ni 
on  tlie  cfibi't.  *-lt  Avas/'  >ays  the  account,  n 
solemn  and  inlere>tin<i,'  .^Ccisun  witli  these  hretli- 
ren,  believiiL'j,-  as  tliey  did.  that  the  ohject  tV)i' 
^vhieli  they  were  assenihled.  ;ind  tlie  deei.-ioii 
they  might  fui'm.  were  calcidated  under  (rod  to 
afleet  the  future  interest  and  well-beino:  of  im- 
mortal souls,  and  vary  the  history  of  Clirist's 
Church  on  earth." 

•'AsoLi':?.iN  meeting  I"  Well  migdit  it  h-e, — 
frail  men  as  they  were,  yet  their  hands  \)\it 
forth  to  a  worl:  for  Christ,  uniting  llie  forces, 
designs  and  fruits  of  his  adorable  mission,  as 
nothing  else  can  do,  for  his  Church  is  his  visible 
k'n-jdoiii. 

Look  at  tliose  men,  Tvith  a  spiritual  vision 
going  beyond  all  the  difficulties  and  toils  lu'set- 
ting  their  \vork.  and  resting  on  thr  t'iit;ir<'  in- 
f(  r(st  and  ircH-ln  ' ikj  (\f  souhy  'To  the  hitest  day 
of  life  in  this  Church,  may  the  s])irit  oftbat  de- 
vout iiuxsiijii-i III i^nilse  stir  and  impel  tins  family 
of  Christ.  AVe  give  thanks  tluit  this  vie.e  wa.s 
])hinLed  here  by  worl^iiiij  'inr/nljcrsi ;  that  its  hu- 
man origin  vras  from  lahnrvrs  in  the  vineyard.'' 
.May  its  every  branch  be  alive  with  that  h:il- 
lowed  passion. 

After  severally  seeking,  in  earnest  ])i'ayer, 
th.at  wisdom  and  grace  they  felt  to  be  need- 
ful."' they   resolved  that  it  was  time  to  ^ay, 

let  us  "^arise  and  build."  On  this  evening 
they  further  agreed  to  buy  the  parcel  of 
ground"  on  which  the  Church  now  stands,  to

petition  the  Honorable  (icneral  Assembly  for  a 
Charter  or  Act  of  Incorporation.  That  petiticui 
was  signed  by  Josiah  Cha])in  and  sixteen  others, 
but  tlie  Charter  was  not  granted  until  the  Octo- 
ber session.  The  Act  is  dated  iN'oveniber 
1833.  A  great  depression  overtaking  all 
ness  at  that  time,  tlie  work  was  stayed  unlii  ihe 
following  spring,  when  ai)ont  live  thousand  dol- 
lars were  subscribed.  The  foundations  oi  tlie 
house  were  begun  in  July,  and  on  the  eigiith 
day  of  January,  1835,  the  completed  Sanctuary 
was  solemnh'  dedicated  to  the  worship  oi"  the 
Father.  Son  and  Holy  Cihost. 

In  the  month  of  Octolter  preceding,  Mr.  Wil- 
liam Beale  Lewis,  of  Brooklyn,  X.  Y.,  as- 
sented to  a  I'erpiest  of  the  Committee  to  preach 
four  Sabbaths  as  a  candidate  for  settlement  when 
the  Church  should  be  formed.  At  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  his  hearers,  in  grateful  har- 
mony, unanimously  chose  him  to  be  the  pastor  ; 
and  upon  the  organization  of  the  Church,  Dc- 
ceniber,  IS.  1S34.  formall v  ])resented  the  re([uest 
to  him.  I'his  invitation  was  accepted,"  but  a 
severe  sickness  prevented  his  ordination  until 
April  IGth,  1S3.3,  on  which  day  he  was  ordained 
and  installed  pastor  of  this  Church  and  congre- 
gation."^ 

3Iuch  prayer  preceded  and  attended  all  these 
foundation  labors  Spiritual  prosperity  was 
the  immediate  result, — upwards  of  fifty  })ersons 
being  added  to  the  Church  in  Rev.  Mr.  Lewis' 
brief  pastorate  oi'  two  years  and  three  months.

20th,  ISijj,  Chester  Tratt  Clerk,  most  of  these  facts  were 
collectod. 
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A  call  from  the  Jiiy  Street  Presbyterian  Churcli, 
Brooklyn,  X.  Y.,re]noved  him  hence,  July  11th, 
1837.  There  he  labored  nearly  twelve  years, 
and  died  Decemher  27th,  1849,  au-ed  o7  years^. 
His  name  is  as  fra^-rance  to  this  Church  until 
now.  Their  first  love,  and  only  minister  or- 
ddined  by  themselves,  a  man  of  winning;  endow- 
ments, and,  while  yet  a  youth,  much  owned  of 
God  in  his  labors,  it  is  <leservedly  so. 

From  his  associates  and  successors  in  office, 
here  and  in  Brooklyn,  I  have  i^leaneda  few  me- 
morials, which  3'ou  will  i;'ladly  cherish.  lie 
was,"  one  writes,  "  a  tall  man,  rtither  spare, 
with  a  pale  face  and  light  blue  eyes.  His  bear- 
ing was  dignitied  ;  his  movement  was  slow  ;  his 
total  ap})earance  and  manner  were  suggestive  of 
clearness,  evenness  and  Christian  sti-ength  of 
character."  Without  particularly  engaging 
qualities  as  a  preacher,  wearj'ing  too  often  by 
elaborate  length,  yet  tliere  was  a  force  of  char- 
acter and  a  Christian  earnestness  of  l)elief  and 
of  love  hchin<l  wluit  he  said,  Avhich  was  far  bet- 
ter than  fancy  or  oratoiy."  Another  relates: 
"I  am  told  tliat  he  had  a  skill  in  urging  the 
claims  of  religion  unon  individuals  comparable, 
in  some  degree,  to  that  which  Dr.  .Spencer  pos- 
sessed; that  his  greatest  successes  were  achieved 
in  that  way.  *  He  took  the  more  obvious 
views  of  a  sul)ject;  always  succeeded  in  making 
himself  well  undei'stood,  and  fed  his  people  with 
good  solid  thought." 

A  touching  record  of  the  love  that  lingered 
with  the  Church  for  this  pastor  is  found  in  Re- 
cords, vol.  1.,  dated  December  5th,  1848.  A 
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paper  \va^  llien  rend,  staiini;-  tliat  ti(lin:;-s  of  ]iis 
Severe  b"uiiy  intli-po-itioii,  and  of  his  sookiii^ 
3'clease  from  Iris  pa-t.'ral  eliarL';e,  had  Cor.io.  it 
then  affectionateh'  i-ecails  him  as  the  first  and 
highly  e-tecmed  pa -^tol',  ••  comini;-  amoir;*  us  iu 
his  early  manhooil  ;"'  aiid  ••  as  the  ir-su'iinumi 
employed  by  divine  u'raee  to  win  iis  to  the  sav- 
ing knowledge  ami  emlfrace  of  the  Saviour 
:    wiiom  he  preached."    It  eloses  with  tliC  as^ur- 
anee  of  '•sincere  ar.d.iieai'tfelt  sympathy  in  his 
-    present  alrlietion.  and  that  ]irayer  shai!  not 
<    cease  to  be  made  by  them  in  his  behalf,"  for  his 
;■    recovery,  or     for  the  richest  consolations  of 
the  gospel,  ajid  ii  continued  ajite]^-ast  of  the  joys 
of  that  inheritance  which  awaits  the  fuithful 
minister  of  Jesus  Lhri>t." 

TIi8  pastor  next  selected,  Eev.  Xatitamkl 
S.^iiTii  FoLsoM,  early  eminent  iVn-  his  acquisitions 
•  and  personal  excelijncies.  within  less  tlam  two 
years  from  his  setllen:ent  disowned  tiie  cs.-ential 
doctrines  t.f  tiie  go-[;ei.  a^s  held  by  the  Church, 
turned  fr::m  liis  ministry  among  ihem  to  tliat 
of  another  tailli,  in  which  he  is  now  doing  dis- 
tinguish':.! Service. 

After  a  destitution  of  nearly  a  year,  Itcv. 
Lkonard  Sr!(":<::s::Y  Parkt-ii  was  received  as 
pastor.  In  his  hand  the  slieaves  v;ero  numer- 
ous. About  two  huPMired  and  Hfly  names  vv'ere 
added  to  the  r^cu-'i  daring  the  two  years  and 
nine  montlis  of  hi-  ministry.  It  was  a  period 
of  excessively  ra])i>l  growth.  Sickness  and  sore 
domestic  bereavenietic  led  to  the  termination  of 
his  esteemed  ministry  October  5th,  184:]. 
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Ecv.  Arthur  GnANfiKR,  the  fourth  pastor, 
was  called  aaddcnly  to  his  reward  after  a  min- 
istry of  oidy  thirteen  months.  His  death  oc- 
curred Ano-ust  2d,  Is 45.  A  father  in  our  Israel 
has  written  o^  hijn  :  "  lie  was  a  man  of  Orod, 
much  beloved  hy  the  ])eopIe  of  his  charge.  lie 
\vus  faithful  and  pi-om]:)t  in  tlie  discharge  of 
every  duty;  a  very  acce'ptahle  preacher  and  a 
good  pastor.  His  lahors  were  highly  apprecia- 
ted by  the  church  and  congregation,  and  the 
attendance  ii})on  his  ministry  was  unilbrmly 
good."  His  burial  was  among  his  peo]>ie  ;  but  by 
removal,  his  dust  now  rests  in  the  Locust  Grove 
Cemetery,  Elmwood. 

On  the  chui'ch  records  (vol.  I.  p.  204,)  is 
found  a  very  full  and  tender  account  of  his  death 
and  burial.    A  few  portions  are  copied  : 

"Saturday,  August  2d,  1S45.  At  51  o'clock, 
A.  M.,  departed  this  life,  in  the  triumphs  of 
faith,  and  in  hope  of  a  glorious  resurrection  and 
a  blissful  immortality,  iicv.  Arthur  Granger,  the 
beloved  pastor  of  the  High  Street  Congrega- 
tional Church." 

"  Mr.  Granger  was  born  in  Sutilcld.  Conn..  April 
14th,  180o  ;  pursued  academical  studies  at  Mor- 
ristown,  J. ;  theological  at  Princeton,  J. 
He  was  ordained  as  ])astor  of  the  Second  Con- 
gregational C'hurch  in  ]\[cdfield,  Mass.,  ^Eay 
20tli,  18ol.  He  afterwards  ^n'cached  in  Wil- 
mington, Del.,  Meriden  and  ]\nddletown,  Ct.  His 
labors  among  us  as  our  ]xistor  have  been  faith- 
ful, untiring,  and  even  beyond  his  strength, and 
many  who  sat  under  his  ministry  will,  through- 
out eternity,  have  abundant  reason  to  bless  God 
that  they  were  ever  permitted  to  hear  divine 
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truth  from  his  lips.  *  Xever  again  sliull  we 
meet  him  in  tlic  eirelo  of  prayer, — never  again 
receive  counsel  and  admonition  from  his  li])s. — 
But  at  the  hnal  judgment,  when  all  will  stand 
before  the  throne  of  the  Lamb,  shall  we  once 
more  behold  him  clothed  with  Christ's  right- 
eousness and  wearing  a  cr<:>wn  of  glory. 

His  last  sermon  Avas  from  the  Avords,  "  blessed 
are  the  pure  in  heart  for  they  sluill  sec  Cod;" 
and  it  is  remend)ered  that  in  his  weariness  he 
left  the  manuscript  in  the  pulpit  Bible,  where 
it  was  found  at  the  hour  of  lii>  funeral. 

The  funeral  was  on  Sabbath.  August  3d,  in 
the  afternoon.  Itcv.  Thomas  T.  Waterman  of- 
fered prayer;  Hev.  James  X.  Granger,  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  and  iiev.  Mark  Tucker,  D.  i)., 
addressed  the  assembly.  T>r.  Tucker  closed  the 
services  with  prayer  and  benediction.  "His 
remains  were  followed  to  the  tomb  l>y  his  family, 
several  clergymen,  olticers  and  members  of  tiie 
Church,  and  a  large  number  of  the  society  and 
other  citizens." 

Eev.  AYiLLTAM  James  Breed's  ministry  of 
three  and  a  half  years,  was  enriched  by  an  in- 
crease of  above  eighty  members  to  the  Church, 
nis  faithful  and  laborious  service  for  the  Church 
closed  April  loth,  1852.  He  continues  in  the 
]\Iaster's  service,  being  pastor  of  a  church  in  an 
adjoining  Stiite. 

The  memorable  revivals,  during  the  ministry 
of  Eev.  Samuel  WoLCoTT,  added  a!)Outtwo  hun- 
dred and  titty  to  the  Church.  IFis  pastorate  is 
included  between  April  2Ulh,  ISoo,  and  Septem- 
ber 12th,  1859,  the  longest  one  of  the  series. 
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The  sanctuary  was  enlaru'cd,  and  the  accommo- 
dations increased  ;  twenty-four  new  pews  were 
added,  making  the  number  one  Iiundred  and 
twenty;  the  l)ascment  wlioily  rebuilt^  and  tin- 
ished  into  five  commodiou'^  rooms.  The  ex- 
pense of  tliis  work  exceeded  ten  thousand  dol- 
lars. 

From  the  foundinii*.  this  cluirch  has  enrolled 
six  hundred  and  seventy  names  as  members, 
wdiich  is  an  average  of  about  twenty-seven  ac- 
cessions each  year.  For  a  youthful  church, 
planted  in  so  unfruitful  ground  as  this  was,  we 
esteem  this  record  remarkable.  To  the  glory 
of  infinite  grace  we  would  rehearse  it.  Each 
pastorate,  except  the  two  shortest  ones,  had 

times  of  refreshing."  and  of  that  of  Rev.  Mr. 
G-ranger,  it  is  told,  near  the  close  of  his  labors 
there  was  a  marked  increase  of  attendance  upon 
divine  service,  an  uiuisu.tl  aira. laming  in  the 
church."  During  the  tliii'd  and  fifth  pastorates, 
the  outpourings  of  the  Spirit  were  very  remark- 
able. Such  large  increase"  is  seen  on  but  few 
records.  Tliey  were  days  of  power  and  glory 
in  the  church. 

Two,  of  the  six  pastors  received  by  this  church, 
have  gone  to  their  reward,  and  one  departed 
from  his  pr(jfessed  faith  while  in  your  service, 
and  all  these  ministries  average  but  four  years 
each,  with  destitutions  of  pastoral  care  scattered 
through  the  quarter  of  a  century — amounting  to 
four  years  and  two-thirds  ;  and  yet,  tlirough  all 
these  ever  perilous  changes  and  want  of  pastoral 
care,  the  Great  Shephenl  has  kept  the  fiock  in 
peace.  No  pastorate  has  ended  by  the  desire 
or  movement  of  the  Church.    Each  retiring 
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pastor  lias  separated  frdin  tlic  ]X'oplc  from  a 
sense  of  his  own  personal  'liity.  Xo  division,  or 
"  sharp  contention"  lias  arisen  in  tliose  times  of 
temptation,  nor  has  tlie  l)ond  of  unity,"  nor 
"  tiie  golden  chain  that  binds/'  been  parted 
asunder  during  these  }'ears.  Tlie  present  ]);ts- 
tor,  after  a  lapse  of  seven  years  IVom  a  foi-mer 
call  to  your  service,  Avas  recalled  and  settled  in 
the  pastorate,  with  but  a  single  communion  sea- 
son between  that  at  which  3'our  last  pastor  gave 
his  ])arting  blessing  to  the  endeared  and  sor- 
rowing flock,  and  the  beginning  of  his  service 
in  that  ordinance. 

OnivanI  the  impulse  marking  the  birth  of 
this  Church, — shall  it  not  be  the  impulse  of 
its  full  age!  ^'ileady  for  every  good  work," 
its  prayers  and  alms  have  gone  up  for  a  me- 
morial of  it  through  all  these  years.  In  earn- 
est hostility  to  that  sorrowful  curse,  intem- 
perance; and  to  the  <lark  guilt  of  slavery,  has  it 
ahvays  stood  up,  and  having  <loiie  all,  niuy  it 
always  thus  stand.  In  its  Sabbath  School  more 
than  t/ircc  thonsdiid  tiro  hnihlred  pupils  have  been 
enrolled,  aiid  a  record  of  every  session  of  the 
School  been  written  ;  of  these  pupils  more  than 
three  hiuuilrcd  arc  counte<l  as  converts  to  Christ. 
The  Superintendent  leading  these  lambs  in  still 
green  pastures,  has  served  in  that  oliice  now 
twenty-two  years. 

Many  painfid  excisions  from  the  membership 
have  been  needful,  that  the  Word  of  God  should 
be  obeyed — put  away  from  among  yourselves 
that  iLHcktd  person," — and  to  prevent  Christ  from 
being  "wounded  in  the  house  of  his  friends." 
But  he  holding  the  Seven  Stars  in  his  hand,  has 
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not  been  provoked  to  remove  the  candlestick 
out  of  it3  place.  Throua;li  almost  a  generation 
this  house  of  prayer  for  all  people"  has  opened 
its  inviting  doors,  and  has  proved,  we  trust,  the 
gate  of  Heaven  to  many  souls.  May  many 
generations  to  come  sit  under  this  goodly  vine, 
and  hear  of  Christ  and  Him  crucilied," — the 
only  hope  for  souls  under  the  wrath  and  curso

In  the  rear  of  the  desk,  occupying  the  jilace  of  honor, 
we  saw  a  portrait  of  the  late  Pastor,  Rev.  Samuel  W'olcott, 
and,  overthis.  ••  Dec.  iHth, — ';14,  and  '.')9  :"  directly  under 
this  '-Lewis  and  Granger,  'being  dead  yet  speaketh.' " 
These  were  former  [)ast<)rs  of  the  cJiun  h. 

.  On  the  sides  of  the  room  Avere  f)ortrait3  of  Gilbert  Rich- 
mond and  Harriet  Ware,  deceased,  of  the  original  40  who 
organized  the  church;  also  Dea.  H.  li.  Knight,  Wm.  Cha- 
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pin,  Esq.,  of  Lawrence.  =  and  Samuel  B.  IlalliJay,  of 
New  York,  former  members,  now  livinir,  were  represented 
by  portra  its. 

There  were  ])resent  on  this  occasion  Rev.  Leonard  S. 
Parker — a  former  mucli  i.'Cloved  Pastor — silver-haired 
Deacons,  f(.»rmerly  connected  with  tliis  church,  venerable 
fathers  and  mothers  in  L-rael.  come  home  once  more,  and 
perhaps  for  tlie  hist  time,  numerous  otlier  past  meml)ers 
less  advanced  in  life,  Rev.  Dr.  Shepard,  of  BrisTol.  Kt-v. 
•A.  H.  Clapp  and  Rev.  \Vm.  P.  Doe.  of  tliis  city.  Ilov.  Mr. 
Knight,  of  Kansas,  otiicors  of  other  Con^^rcgational  churcli- 
es  in  this  city,  together  with  a  hirge  number  of  nv-ident 
members,  assembled  to  uu-et  tlieir  brotlieri  and  sisters 
formerly  in  this  connection. 

The  earlier  part  of  tlie  evening  was  spent  in  friendly 
greetings  and  social  intercourse. 

At  8  o'clock  Rev.  Lyman  ^\■lliting.  Pastor  elect.  Modera- 
tor for  the  evening,  called  the  meeting  to  order.  An  invo- 
cation prayer  was  otTercd  by  Rfv.  i»r.  ^Sliepard,  of  Rristol. 
Appropriate  s(dections  from  scripttire  were  then  read  by 
Rev.  Mr.  Whiting. 

Next  in  order  came  the  following  Address  of  Welcome, 
by  Hon.  A.  C.  Barstow,  of  tliis  city: 

Mr.  Moderator^  Fathers  and  Brrthren:  As  the  day  suc- 
ceeds the  night,  as  the  sun-hine  follows  the  shower,  or  as 
the  joyous  spring-time  <'omes  at'ter  the  cold  and  dreary  win- 
ter, so  do  these  seasons  of  cordial  greeting  and  joyful  wel- 
come follow  sad  adieus,  tean'ul  partings  or  long  separa- 
tions. As  the  ])lea.-ures  of  the  genial  s[)ring-time  are 
heightened  by  a  remembrance  of  tiie  rigors  of  winter,  so 
the  rigors  of  w  inter  are  souened  by  the  sweet  anticipati(^ns 
of  spring.  8e[)arations  are  the  winter  of  our  frieudshif), 
while  these  cordial  re-unions  and  welcomes  are  its  pleas- 
ant si)ring. 

It  is,  therefore,  a  merciful  })rovidence  that  we  have  a 
past  ^\.\\^\  a  falnre^  which  are  tints  linked  to  the  jyrrsmt  by 
the  golden  chain  of  /nc//i'>r>/  and  hop)'.  While  hnpe  illumi- 
nates the  future'  with  anticijiatiuns  of  promised  good,  and 
thus  relieves  the  j>ri  .^</i!  from  pressure  of  sorrow  and  care, 
memory — life's  recordin-,'  angel — freights  every  present 
moment  with  the  garnered  treasures  of  the  past. 
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Thus  vre  are  permitted,  this  eveninir.  to  revel  uniid  the 
pleasures  of  the;?(?s^;  and  this  is  our  t!iank?<riving  seii>ou 
for  the  spiritual  mercies  wliich  mrmnr//  recalls.  To-dm- 
the  church  calls  home  her  ahseutsons  and  daughters,  and 
once  more,  as  of  old.  we  -Mvalk  to  the  house  of  God  in 
company." 

The  precious  memories  of  his  childhood's  hoTnc  were  thus 
sweetly  sung  by  a  New  England  poet : 

"How  dear  to  my  heart  are  the  scene?  of  my  childhood. 
When  fond  recollection  jircsents  to  my  view 

The  orchard,  the  meadow,  the  deep  tangled  wildwood. 
And  every  loved  spot  which  my  infancy  knew. 

The  wide-spreading  pond,  and  the  mill  that  stood  by  it. 
The  bridge,  and  the  rccic  where  the  cataract  fell, 

The  cot  of  my  father,  the  dairy  house  nigh  it. 
And  e'en  the  rude  bucket  that  hung  in  the  well." 

But  more  precious,  and  sweeter  far  to  those  who  aided  in 
laying  these  foundations,  were  the  inctnorv--^  whicii  rushed 
upon  their  minds  as  they  crossed  yonder  threshhold  this 
evening.  They  link  the  present  to  the  time  when  tlie  foun- 
dations of  this  sanctuary  Avere  laid;  when  the  Avails  went 
up  with  thanksgivings  :  when  the  top-stone  was  brought 
in  with  rejoicing;  when  we  listened  to  the  hrst  music  of 
its  bell;  when  its  walls  gave  back  the  lirst  echoes  of 
prayer  and  i)raise  :  when  the  youthful  jtastor  was  ordained; 
when  the  children  were  first  gathered  here  for  instruction 
in  the  Holy  Word  ;  when  that  word  was  first  made  quick 
and  powerful  in  the  hearts  of  the  hearers  :  when  the  joy  of 
angels  mingled  with  our  own  over  the  first  convert  to 
righteousness;  and  when,  from  time  to  time,  other  con- 
verts followed,  as  the  full  harvest  follows  the  first  fruits.' 

Familiar  forms  gather  around  us  ;  familiar  voices  greet 
our  ears — forms  and  voices  of  the  absent  and  the  departed. 
Old  friend.-hips  are  renewed,  old  affections  revived,  old 
joys  re-kindled,  as  we  stand  amid  scenes  which  awaken 
the  memories  of  the  pa^t. 

It  is  made  my  pleasant  duty,  this  evening,  to  welcome 
you  to  these  scenes  and  these  pleasant  memories  ;  not  Ije- 
cause  I  am  the  sire  of  tliis  household,  or  the  patriarch  of 
this  tribe,. or  the  shepherd  of  this  llock,  uor  yet  because  of 
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seniority  of  year>.  fat  the  orfranization  I  the  youn,o;ost 
but  one  of  the  male  members.)  but  ruthcr.  possibly,  because 
of  seniority  of  ollif-e. 

In  the  name.  then,  of  the  IIiij:h  Street  Conpfrcj^ational 
Cluirch,  revert'ud  ami  ))eloved  futliLTS  and  brethren,  wo 
bid  you  welcome.  Y\'e  extend  to  you  our  hand  of  fellow- 
ship. Wo  open  to  yon  our  arms,  our  hearts,  our  honu'S. 
We  welcome  you  to  our  firesides,  our  sanctuaries,  our 
altars. 

First — in  honor,  if  not  in  historical  orfU-r — we  welcome 
these  former  I'ar^tors.  rieasant  memuries  crowd  upon 
your  minds  as  they  do  upon  ours,  in  coiuicction  with  your 
ministries  here.  They  were  not  barren  ministries.  You 
were  permitted  to  reap  as  well  as  sow  :  and  sitice  your  de- 
parture other  hands  hath  gathered  trom  the  seed  of  your 
planti!ig.  Our  children,  who  received  the  seal  of  the  cov- 
enant from  your  han'is.  arise  this  cvininr:-  to  call  you 
blessed.  Happy  men.  The  promise  is  fulhlled.  You  now 
'•come  ap;ain  with  rejoiciuLr.  brincriuL''  yuur  sheaves  with 
you."  But  I  am  reminded  that  you  are  linked  to  us  by  sad 
as  well  as  i)leasanr  memories  ;  for  here  one  of  you  ])arted 
with  Uauolin'k.  the  lovely  companion  of  his  youth,  and  her 
dust  is  with  us  to  this  day.  And  the  other  with  little 
Elli::n'  and  Kmma.  two  of  the  treasured  irems  of  his  house- 
hold.   But  they  are  nut  lost.  They 

'•Have  reachicd  the  shore, 
"Where  tempests  never  beat,  nor  billows  roar." 

We  welcome,  also,  with  peculiar  y)h\\sure,  such  as  may 
be  present  of  tlie  oriiriual  l»and  of  forty,  who  constituted 
this  Church.  They  are  not  all  here.  About  one  third  the 
number  have  hni.-hed  their  course,  and  others  are  far  dis- 
tant.

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Oiioc  more,  then.  Nearly  holoved,  to  e;u'h  and  all,  a  cor- 
dial, cliristiun  welcome.  To  pastors  and  brethren,  to 
'•old  men  and  maid-n--.  vouitj:  men  and  (diildren."  to  tlio.-e 
Avho  laid  the  fonndarion.  and  those  who  have  hnilt  tlu'ro- 
011 — to  the  ricii  who  u.a  c  id'  his  alH!nd:''.ncc,  tlie  widow 
who  east  in  her  mite,  and  to  those  \\'ho,  liavinL'"  neither 
silver  or  gold,  gave  tlie  priiyer  and  the  hles-iau'  or  taith  : 
to  all  here  present  in  per-on,  oiire  of  this,  'out  wow  of 
other  communions  :  to  all  who  are  here  hy  letter — yen,  to 
all  v.'ho  are  here  in  sjiirit — I'^-  i::!  we  say  Avelcome  !  Wtd- 
come  to  this  Zion  (d'  oar  h)\'(' !  Welcome  to  this  retrospect 
of  the  past!  Weleome  to  the  hopes  of  the  future,  wiiicli 
this  occasion  inspires  !  ('(inie  then,  and  Ictus  together 
'•walkabout  Zion.-and  go  round  altout  her,  tt-ll  the  tf)\vers 
thereof,  mark  well  her  bulwarks,  consider  her  ])alaces, 
that  we  may  tell  it  to  the  generations  following.

Exceeilingly  appropriate  re-ponses  to  this  address  were 
made  by  Rev.  ilr.  Parker,  a  former  Pastor:  by  Uev.  Mr. 
^\'ebster,  whose  wife,  now  deceased,  was  one  of  the  early 
devoted  members  of  the  Churcdi:  by  Deacon  Hillings,  of 
Barrington,  a  past  member.  A  letter  was  re.ul  by  Deacon 
Thomi)son,  from  the  venerable  Deacon  Wo(jd  and  wife, 
of  the  first  founders  of  the  Church. 

Deacon  fiamcs,  one  of  the  original  members  and  Senior 
Deacon,  and  Chester  Pratt.  I'irst  Clerk  of  the  Church,  were 
also  called  out  by  the  Moderator. 

A  letter  was  announced  from  William  Chapin,  Es(|..  of 
Lawrence,  Mass.  A  letter  was  read  from  Rev.  R.  P.  Dunn, 
of  Rrowti  University,  and  one  aniu)unced  frinn  Rev.  Wm. 
^I.  Thayer,  co-laborers  with  this  (duircli  while  they  were 
in  college.  A  letter  vras  read  from  the  New-I'^ngland 
Church,  in  Chicago,  of  which  Rev.  Samuel  WoK'ott  is 
Pastor. 

Rev.  A.  II.  Clapp,  of  the  neneficent  Ciiurch.  and  Dr. 
Shepard,  of  l>risf(d.  re-ponded  for  sister  (Miurclus;  also, 
Dea.  Warren  S.  Greene,  of  the  Beneiicent  Church,  of  this 
city. 

The  Moderator  then  made  a  few  a[)prof)riate  remarks  in 
response  to  the  allusion,  in  the  address,  to  tlie  Pastor  elect ; 
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a  hymn  was  suntr  ;  n,  closino:  prayer  Tvas  offered  by  Rev. 
S.  Parker,  who  also  i)ronounced  tlie  benediction  ;  and  the 
remainder  of  the  evening  was  criven  up  to  an  interchange 
of  christian  s;iliitations,  social  intercourse,  and  a  liappy 
time  generally. 

Special  Memorial  exercises  take  pi. ice  at  2  o'clock,  P.M. 
this  da}-,  and  the  installation  of  Lyman  Whiting  at  7  o'clock 
this  evening. 

A  Memorial  Prayer  Meeting  was  held  this  morning  at  9 
o'clock,  conducted  by  former  Pastors  of  the  Church.

Quarter  century  memorial,  and  installation  of  pastor. 

The  High  Street  Church,  Providt-nce.  R.  L,  which  came 
into  existence  du^'ing  the  revivals  of  the  period  of  its  for- 
mation, reached  its  ticmiy-fifth  fo'iufllnfj  daf/  in  the  last 
month — December.  A  series  of  Memorial  Services  called 
home  the  past  members  and  pastors  ;  revived  the  pious 
recollections  and  sympathies  attending  its  youth  ;  rehears- 
ed the  deeds  which  God  performed  of  old  on  its  behalf; 
the  days  of  the  right  hand — signally  numerous  and  mark- 
ed in  its  history — gathered  fresh  tribute  for  the  sainted 
dead,  and  mingled  i)rayers  and  tears,  and  old  and  new 
affections,  as  only  such  scenes  can  do.  The  installation 
of  the  pastor  elect.  Rev.  Lyman  Whiting,  gave  to  the  ob- 
servance a  pleasing  solemnity,  and  (quickened  all  the  other 
interests  of  the  occasion. 

On  Tuesday  erening.  December  21st.  the  finely  decorated 
lecture  room  was  o])encd  for  the  reunion — a  Reception 
Interview"'  we  called  it.  Endeared  ones,  parted  from  us, 
pastors  and  members,  made  the  greetings  eager,  by  their 
return.  At  a  tixed  hour  order  was  assumed,  and  after 
prayer,  praise,  and  the  Word  of  (ro  I.  the  Hon.  A.  C.  Bars- 
tow' — sometime  mayor  of  the  city,  and  an  original  mem- 
ber of  the  church — gave  an  Address  (»f  Welcome,  rich  in 
the  impulses  of  a  heart  faithful  and  devoted  from  youth  up 
to  the  young  church  he  was  young  with.  Tears  came  to 
manv  eyes  as  he  recalled  tlie  scenes  and  names  for  whom 
he  fave  the  welcome.  The  older  otlicers  and  members  re- 
sponded.   Then  Rev.  L.  S.  Parker,  a  former  pastor,  with 
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liis  TTonted  felicity,  spoke  out  of  a  pastors  past.  Rev. 
A.  H.  Cla[>p,  of  this  city,  in  an  address  of  marked  iui^-cnuity 
and  genialness.  s|)oke  for  the  Beneticent  church,  and, 
through  that,  for  the  others  of  the  city.  Others,  fi-oia 
churches  near  tliis — pastors  and  laymen — filled  the  hour 
with  precious  intercourse. 

On  Wednesday  morning-  a  Memorial  Prayer  Meeting  re- 
newed the  public  services,  at  which  touching  recitals  of 
God's  doings  in  the  past  were  told.  At  10  o'clock,  A.  M. 
the  Council  met  and  went  through  the  usual  trial  of  the 
pastor  elect,  conducted  by  the  venerable  Thomas  She[)ard, 
D.  D.'  At  2  o'clock,  P.  M.  the  Memorial  Services,  of  a 
more  formal  nature,  were  resumed.  A  series  of  topics — as 
"  Preliminary  History,"  "  Extracts  from  Original  Records.'' 
"The  Deceased  Pastors,"  "Revivals  and  Spiritual  Histo- 
ry," (fee,  were  treated  mostly  by  written  responses.  Tavo 
pastors — Rev.  William  B.  Lewis  and  Rev.  Arthur  Granger, 
— have  deceased,  the  latter  only  in  ofiice.  Their  meuioiy 
was  truly  fragrant  in  the  many  te^timonies  of  ministers 
and  people  who  knew  them.  The  revivals,  which  God's 
love  has  bestowed  on  this  church,  have  largely  composed 
its  history. 

This  service,  laden  with  interest,  gave  way  to  the  Instal- 
lation in  the  evening. 

The  fine  winter  evening,  in  its  spirit  and  beauty,  was  a 
fair  emblem  of  this  unusually  excellent  Installation  service. 

A  beautiful  copy  of  Bagster's  Quarto  Bible,  for  the  pul- 
pit, had  been  presenteil  by  W.  C.  Chapin,  Esq.,  an  original 
member,  and  a  collection  made  for  a  mural  commemora- 
tive tablet.  • 

But  our  "holy  week "  was  not  expired.  On  Sabbatli, 
January  1st,  "  A  Memorial  Observance"  of  the  Sabbath 
School  was  held  in  place  of  the  common  services.  Few 
scenes  surpass  it.  The  capacious  lecture-room,  still  wear- 
ing its  evergreens,  mottoes  and  pictures,  was  crowded 
with  parents,  and  pupils,  and  friends.  Hon.  Mr.  Barstow, 
the  beloved  Superintendent,  entering  his  twenty-tirst  year 
of  service;  Mr.  Chapin,  of  Lawrence,  Mass.,  the  early 
clerk  and  tireless  laborer  in  the  school:  and  others  wnose 
roots  were  in  the  school,  and  w}ios(.'  branches  are  blessinc 
many  souls  in  this  city;  the  touching  recitals  and  tesLimo- 
niils  from  those  born  again  in  it — all  made  it  a  memorable 
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morning.  I  will  not  trouble  your  readers  with  the  collated 
facts;  only  saying  that  the  avcrap^c  presence  throughout 
the  twenty-five  years  has  been  over  two  hundred  per  JSab- 
bath!  and  that  above  three  hundred  hopeful  conversions 
enrich  its  precious  record.  A  new  musical  instrument 
was  presented  by  the  muuihcent  Superintendent,  and  class 
after  class  sent  in  Life  memberships  in  silver  coin, — on 
this  silver  wedding  of  the  school.  We  shall  keep  in 
mind  one  of  our  mottoes — ••  I  will  remember  the  years  of 
the  Right  Hand  of  the  Most  High."  w.
